the console the focus of a room's 
media also points to a future in 
which content, whether that's 
games, TV, films, music, the inter- 
net or phone calls, will all come 
via a high-speed connection 
plugged into a single box.

As music downloads will 
soon outstrip disc sales, so games 
will be downloaded rather than 
physically bought. 

Current broadband speeds 
dictate that large games require a 
DVD disc - but this will not be the 
case for long. 

The popularity of Xbox Live 
Arcade proves that gamers are 
open to downloading games.

to offer a similar on-line back cat- 
alogues, it is only a matter of time 
before this becomes the norm.

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IF YOU'RE in need of a hip replacement, 
you don't call up a plumber.

But it's also about horses for courses - a 
lesson that CORONATION STREET (ITV1) 
seems to have forgotten at the moment. As 
last nights double dose of the 
northern drama unfolded, we learnt that 
Cilla, the woman so orange she's often 
mistaken for a sack of satsumas, hasn't 
been having an affair after all. 

To be fair, there can't have been anyone 
in the show's massive, loyal audience who 
did really think Cilla (Wendi Peters) was 
having an affair.

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the sunbed was still a good surprise. To 
make matters more tangled, husband Les 
(Bruce Jones) and her best friend Yana 
(Jayne Tunnicliffe) decided she’d betrayed 
them and, unaware of the truth behind 
Cilla’s mysterious mood-swings, paid her 
back by getting entangled on the sofa. 
Tragic 

It was the sort of tragic plot of which 
William Shakespeare would have been 
proud of. There’s really only one problem 
with the Les and Cilla plot. It involves Les 
and Cilla. 

Everything about these two characters - 
from the way Les shouts instead of 
speaks, to Cilla’s space-hopper coloured 


tan, marks them out as the Street's jokers. 
They aren't, incidentally, very funny - but 
the main and most important thing they 
aren't, is a pair of well-drawn characters 
whom we believe in and care about. 

To have Les and Cilla playing out such a 
serious and harrowing story is like doing 
*Othello' with Kermit and Miss Piggy. But 
it does, sadly, makes sense in terms of the 
increasingly daft direction in which the 
show seems to be heading. 

Storylines, such as Jamie falling for his 
stepmum, are beginning to be beyond the 
believable. As Christmas draws near, some 
of that massive, loyal audience are getting 
tired of the pantomime, and wishing the 
Street would return to its senses.
